"Burn Coke In Your Furnace" 


—United States Bureau of Mines 


Frederic J. Haskin, writing for The Decatur Herald, tells why the United 


States Bureau of Mines offers the advice to burn COKE. He writes: 


The purely personal and selfish rea- 


sons why you should burn coke In- 
stead of coal are that you will have 
a cleaner House, >ou will not have to 
clean your flues, and if your neigh- 
bors will also use coke, you will enjoy 
the 
rare 
advantage 
of 
breathing 


sir.okeless air. 


The more altruistic reasons why you 


should burn coke are that ninety per 
cent is added to the value of every 
ton of coal which is properly coked, 
and all by-products extraoted; in- 
stead of the coal being burned raw. 


Practice Wasteful 


The United States is wasting mil- 


lions every year by burning coal raw. 
Nitrogen that we need for fertilizer 
is going up our flues, and so are coal 
tar, light oil, and gas, which should 
b« extracted and used for their prop- 
er purpose. 
As one scientist put it, 


there is no excuse for us to burn our 
fuel raw than there Is for us to carve 
a row beef off the rump of a living 
cow, as the Australian bushman does. 
Both practices .ire wasteful and bar- 
barous. 


So far as the individual householder 


is concerned, it cannot be claimed 
that coke offers him a better fuel than 
anthracite coal. Anthracite is almost 
as clean and smokeless, and it Is a 
little easier to use, not requiring quite 
as much skill and care. 
But anthra- 


cite is now obtainable In only a small 
part of the United States, and the 
supply of it is constantly dwindling. 


Between coke and bituminous coal 


there can be no comparison. 
About 


the same amount of fuel value may 
be obtained in coke for the same 
money; but it will be cheaper in the 
long run by reason of the fact that it 
eliminates so much cleaning of flues, 
furnaces and houses. 
Besides thii, it 


is the only real solution of the smoke 
problem. 
Residence 
districts 
will 


never be free from smoke until coke 
is substituted for bituminous coal as 
a household fuel. 


From the view point of national 


economy and efficiency, the burning 
of coal raw is a wholesale waste which 
no civilized nation can afford. 
A 


ton of coal is worth about seven dol- 
lars as such. 
If this same ton of 


conl is put through a modern by- 
products coke oven, it produces about 
two-thirds pf a ton of coke, worth 
six dollars, five thousand cubic feet 
of gas, worth five dollars, three gal- 
lons of motor oil worth seventy-five 
cents, nine gallons of tar worth twen- 
ty-five cents, and twenty-five pounds 
of ammonium sulphate worth a dol- 
lar and a quarter. Thus the Ion of' 
coal, properly treated, is worth $13.25, 
or nearly twice what it is worth as 
raw fuel. 


Advice to New Users of Coke on How to Get Best Results 


For the benefit of the many new users of coke, and in the be- 


lief that after its use has ceased to be a positive necessity, they 
•will continue to burn it because of its advantages over coal for 
fuel, the following instructions arc printed: 


There is really only one thing to be remembered to get the 


greatest good out of Genuine Gas Coke, and that is BIG VOL- 
UME of FIRE UNDER VERY LITTLE DRAFT. 


Fill your fire-pot FULL of Genuine Gas Coke, and as far as 


possible, operate your furnace with all drafts shut off. 


As soon as the fire is going well, fill the fire-pot FULL and 


open the drafts for a very few minutes. Then shut_all drafts and 
open the check in the smoke flue. The check draft in the feed 
door should be left open as soon as the fire is under way. 


It is advisable to keep about a 2-inch layer of ashes on the 


grates. This protects the grate irons from ever-heating and also 
serves to help check the draft Keep the damper in the ash pit 
closed, but do not allow the ashes to pile too high.
